Election/Restrictions 



Claiml-5, and 13-16 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 6. 



The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claim 6 - 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by the services of 
the company/website www.worldwidetesting.com as described by the article 
"Worldwidetesting.com and Chemical.net^^. announce strategic partnership" (May 11, 2000. 
Press Release - WorldwideTesting.com) and the website www.worldwidetesting.com excised 
from "The Wayback Machine" (web.archive.org) dated from January to March 2000. 

The service/website facilitates commerce for chemically-related needs in industry. The 
site contains industry-testing standards for most industrial nations and a database of materials 
and testing results [Article]. Specifically, the website provides buyers and sellers secure access 
to laboratory sample and test data relating to products offered through trading exchanges and 
online catalogs [Website pages, Company Overview]. Furthermore the website includes the 
ability to receive and process purchase orders, where users can order testing and results online 
[Website Pages]. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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Art Unit: 3625 

The ability for users to securely access the testing results and product information 
inherently implies that users must be validated, by confirming payment for the service, before 
being allowed to view the results. 

Products offered through online catalogs inherently include the display of basic material 
safety data, chemical property data, processing data and product manufacturing data. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

PCT No. WO 00/46712 discloses worldwidetesting.com' s invention, but the date of the 
publication is invalid for use in relation to this application. 

The article "Computerized bulletin board for the paint industry" (Greenfield, David. 
February 1993. Modem Paint and Coatings) discloses a database that stores basic information 
regarding paints including raw materials, manufacturers, coatings, application, testing and 
manufacturing equipment. It does not explicitly disclose the storage of results from testing the 
paints.
